"Tia doDO> Tbo groat transaolioD'i 
done.' 'ShQ Lsgialaturo has nnanimoaa- 
I; accepted Ibe Terms of Union and 
passed an address to the Queer pruy- 
ing thfit British Columbia may be nd- 
mltlod into the Dominion of Canada, in 
acoordanoo wiih mo provisions of the 
British North America Act 1807.

A 
I/egiBlalure created, we might Bay, for 
the express purpc^o of deciding the 
great question of Coufoderation, giving 
a unanimous vote in silence, aavo only 
■what was said by the mover and aoe- 
ondor ! Wbore was the 'Nu Termii.us, 
No Coufoderation' cry? Wl.ore was 
the morobor for Victoria District, with 
his thonsand and one objections? Tucro 
ho sat; mote 88 an oyster. Not a word 
bad be to say He did not dare to ob 
jeot, sad Oomplinacut ho wonld not. We 
could ha?o wished that, upon a measure 
of such profound importance, the Ro- 
preseutativo laombera had uut given a 
silent vote. A little opposition weuld 
have been preferable to a silence wbic^ 
was scarcely li coming, However, the 
great point is altained, and wo Buppote 
wo must not bo too fastidious ubout the 
manner of it. Wo congr*tuluto tlie Gov- 
ernor, Iho Delegates and the country 
Dpoa° the result. 

Finances and Steaia 



The ceremony of pasB'ug tho Estimates 
for 1871 was virtually concluded on 
Tuesday. The ceremony derived speoi*! 
inloresliiom tho oiroumstaneo of its 
being performed for the first time by a 
-^i^iBiatnre^n which the elective elo- 
v-i niQQi preponderates. Hitherto there 
.w«re onIy nine elected, or " selected," 
meioabors in a Cpunoil of twoDty-three. 
^^Kov'tbere are niae elected members in 
B Ooonoil of fifteen. It was to have 
been prainmed that in a Legiilatare 
with nine elected (cemberg to six ap- 
pointed members the custody of the 
public parse-strings would virtually 
pass from the oflicinlii to ihe people. 
That such baa not been the case miiy 
be in a large degree attribu'ed to the 
pecularity of the personnel of the elected 
seeiion of tbe House.' Almost the only 
earnest effort of tbe loadest moutned 
lietrencher " in llie Council to effect 
any alteration in tho Civil List was 
directed towards increating tho public 
burthen by raising the salary of a conn- 
try magistrate from $2,460' to $8,00U. 
Tho only reason assigned for this extra, 
ordinary conduct was that it was not in 
accordance with English fair play that 
one should be paiil loss than another. 
But why did this " Eotrench- 
or" have, ,reooarse to the ..level- 
ing up process ? Did it not occar to him
